Regarding Claim 1, cited references U.S. Patent No. 5,188,516; U.S. Patent No.

No. 4,817,561; Japanese Patent JP 05276850A; U.S. Patent No. 5,290,157; U.S.

Patent No. 5,318,701; U.S. Patent No. 5,750,023; U.S. Patent No. 6,523,498; U.S. 

The 
prior art of record all fails to show and fails to make obvious, either alone and or in 
combination a pump disposed in said chamber of said container to circulate the water, 
said pump including a spindle, and including a port provided therein and a conduit 
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attached to said port, said conduit including a partition provided therein and having a 
bore formed therein to rotatably receive said spindle of said pump, and an air supplying 
device coupled to said spindle of said pump and oscillatingly driven by said spindle of 
said pump, to pump air into the water contained in said chamber of said container, said 
air supplying device including a plate attached to said pump said plate including at least 
one stay extended therefrom and attached to said conduit.
